Le Bourget, France (AP •-P a ris is 
to have a new super-airport—eind 
Le Bourget is sad. 
This famous landing field, illus­ 
trated by the spectacular arrival of 
Lindbergh in the dead of night after 
his epochal flight from New York, 
the taking off of Cosie on his return 
compliment, Paris to Curtiss field, 
and countless other flights, has been 
found inadequate. 
Created in 1920, ten years later it 
proves to be too small. 
The life 
of an airfield, a mere ten years, is 
pointed out by air men as showing 
the trem endous strides made by avi­ 
ation since the war. 
New Airfield 
The new Paris airfield, estim ated 
to cost $24,000,000, is to be located 
to the west of Parts, along the banka 
of the Seine 
It provides for a cem ent take-off 
2.000 m eters long—about a mile and 
a quarter 
in all directions, the ce­ 
m ent slides being pointed in a star 
shape to all points of the compass, 
so th a t planes can always take off 
facing the wind 
H ard-by, to the left, in a basin 
formed by a widening of the Seine 
river, near Sartrouville. will be the 
naval airport where seaplanes can 
alight and take off and garage. 
Build Big Hotels 
A railroad station with a direct 
line leading into St. Lanare station 
is provided for close behind the cus­ 
toms pavilion of the airfield. 
This 
is one feature which has been m iss­ 
ing a t Le Bourget. 
Two large hotels another accom­ 
m odation lacking at Le Bourget — 
are provided for in what has be­ 
come known as the Tardieu Plan. 
W hat nam e will be given to the 
new airfield has not yet been de­

It is likely th a t inasmuch 
as it is situated close to the sea­ 
plane landing stage a t Sartrouville.

capacity, enough to fill a lake a 
quarter of a mile long. 300 feet wide, 
and 14 feet deep every hour. 
Difficulties th a t face engineers, 
no m atter which of four possible 
routes is chosen,

described 
here by M erriman, who is chief 
engineer of the New York City wa­ 
ter system 
Quakes Feared 
Earthquakes, he said, may occur 
rn the region the aqueduct will tra ­ 
verse, because the San Gabriel and 
San Bernadm o m ountains are still 
in process of being uplifted. 
E arth 
disturbances are likely to center 
along the lines of the great San 
Andreas fault, which the aqueduct 
must cross. 
A "fault” is the geologist's term 
for a division between two trem en- 
!dcus sections of the e a rth ’s crust 
W hen an earthquake occurs one or 
both sections may shift its position, 
breaking anything such as the aque­ 
duct th a t passes through both sec- i 
lions. 
No Solution Seen 
Geologists have been trying to find 
the best place for the aqueduct to 
cioss the San Andreas fault, M erri- 
man said. Even then an earthquake 
, cannot be prevented from breaking 1 
the tube. 
A gate near a danger point to shut 
off the flow in case of a break is 
im practicable, he explained. 
Pres­ 
sure of the water behind the gate 
and of the earth above the aque- j 
duct would burst the tube 
The pressure could be relieved by 
opening a gate in the side of the 
aqueduct, but a large river channel 
would be required to carry' away 
the resulting flood. 
W e can only hope there won’t be 
an earthquake, ’ M erriman said.
